Robbins’ palter follows: 
The general attitude of tile public 
towards industrial accidents has un­ 
dergone a very marked change within 
Hie past few years. 
Laws of the state 
of California are evidence of this de­ 
velopment. 
Previous to 1911 an injured em­ 
ploye stood a very slim chance of col- 
leciing damages by law. 
If the acci­ 
dent. was due in any measure to negli­ 
gence on his own part, or to negli­ 
gence on the part of a fellow work­ 
man. or to risk of lite occupation he 
was held to assume, 
the 
employer 
could avoid payment of damages. 
The “Roseberry bill” of 1911 entire­ 
ly removed tile last two defenses of 
the employer and went so far as to 
state that even where tile workman 
was partially to blame for the acci­ 
dent, lie might secure damages if the 
employer was more negligent than he. 
Since January I of this year em­ 
ployers of labor, with the exception of 
farmers and a few other classes, have 
been liable for compensation for every 
industrial accident, unless caused by 
either intoxication or the wilful mis­ 
conduct of the injured employe. Fur­ 
ther, the law expressly states that no 
contract, rule or regulation can exempt 
tile employer from liability under the 
law. 
Titere can be no dodging of re­ 
sponsibility. 
Without going into a discussion of 
the justice or the injustice of the law, 
let us see just what employers of the 
stale a1 California are uj> against. The 
new law states very definitely what 
the amount of conijiensation for an ac- 
shall be, the 
schedule 
being 
j briefly as follows:
